Some plans lend themselves better 


tu a suitable supply of closets than 
other houses that are equally roomy. 
In this case advantage is taken of the 
low space under the roof near the 
eaves. 
Closets built like this have 


sufficient head room to get inside at 
the door and the sloping wall offers an 
advantage to hung things on because 
>ou htuo one set of hooks over an- 
other set and the articles will hang 
free, HO this waste room when worked 
Into clothes closets Is an 
actual ad- 


vantage, in fact it is a great iiwen- 


Ishable food articles naturally belong 
in the ice box. 


No regular pantry Is provided In thla 


plan, but a high kitchen cupboard with 
large doors which reach well to tha 
celling takes its place. As a eupple* 
mentary storage for dishes, etc., th« 
built-in sideboard or china closet in,

The entrance from the porch is not 


directly into the kitchen but through 
the vestibule, which has a recess for 
the ICQ box on one side and shelves 
for cold storage on the 
other 
side. 


Such ft vestibule relieves the kitchen 
of a great deal of dirt 
and

packages of 
kitchen 
supplies. 
It 


makes a first class storage for soap, 
blueing, starch and dry groceries of 
many kinds on the shelves, while uer- 


It makes a con- 
venient entrance to the kitchen &B 
well as In flip cellar. A

trance coKm but little when building 
and it is a convenience as long as the- 
house is occupied. A house as large 
as this needs a furnace, and this grade 
entrance is worth a good deal just to 
gel in wood, kindling, etc.. and to get 
the ashes out as they accummulate. An, 
easy entrance to the cellar Is an in- 
ducement to keep the cellar in good 
order, while an awkward cellarway in 
a 
producer of litter because 
tho 


temptation is strong to pile up tUe 
ashes instead of carrying them out. 


UuildiiiK the kitchen,

down stairs and bathroom upstairs all 
close together is a money-saving ar- 
rangement, n saving in time, in plumb- 
ing materials and It is better alto- 
gether because the connections, angles 
and lengths of pipe all work to ad- 
vantage 
In selecting a house plan It 


pays to look into all these little de- 
tails. K\ery foot of pipe costs money 
and a doubtful connection la likely to 
make trouble at any time. Owners of 
houses are not supposed to be expert! 
in plumbing, but a little forethought 
may be applied in a common senso 
way if you take, time to think It over. 


1 always like to see a front hall and 


front stairway, because it ia the most 
satisfactory entrance to a house both 
upstairs and down. In this hall there 
Is a seat by the side of the stair, 
which adds to the appearance, and 
there is a good closet for coats which. 
is a great convenience. There la room 
in this house for a large family, as it 
contains five bedrooms and the Mr- 
Ing rooms are quite large. It Is twenty- 
eight feet six Inches wide by forty- 
three feet long, exclusive of the front 


t porch. While prices of labor and build- 


ing material vary in different parts of 
the country and it is difficult to make 
a satisfactory estimate it may be said 
that a house like this should be built 
complete for $2,300, where condition* 
are all favorable.
